Rove’s footprints 


Where Karl goes, corruption sure follow.

Rove, his top political aide. It’s an apt nick- 
name, especially these days. 

Whenever there is scandal in or near the 
White House, expect to find Rove's foot- 
prints. 

Rove appears to be the choreographer of 
the latest Justice Department disgrace: the 
perfectly legal firing of eight US attorneys 
for the transparently revolting reason that 
these career Republicans would not compro- 
mise their own judgment — not to mention 
justice — in order to dance to the tune of the 
White House, which wanted the attorneys to 
go after Democrats and protect Republicans 
no matter what the facts. 

Even by Washington’s cynical stan- 
dards, this is a perverse innovation. But 
perversity, of course, is the stock and 
trade of the Bush presidency. Bush and his 
henchmen have polluted public life with 
lies about Iraq, and corrupted the constitu- 
tion with the illegal measures they call the 
war on terror. So what’s another outrage? 

What compounds this particular fury 
is that the Bush-sponsored Patriot Act, 
which is supposed to protect the nation 
from foreign terrorists, provides a loophole 
that allows the White House to replace US 
attorneys without the review and approval 
of the Senate. All things considered, this is 
political perversity of a truly inspired kind. 

Attorney General Alberto Gonzales’s 
chief of staff, Kyle Sampson, was the des- 
ignated Scooter Libby for this one, and he’s 
already resigned and taken the blame. Call- 
ing Gonzales resign almost beside 
the point. To say that he should go is a no- 
brainer. Gonzales should never have been 
named approved the first place. 
His role as architect of Bush’s torture policy 
should have disqualified him. 

Events in Washington are moving into 
a phase where the contours of a number 
of interlocking scandals are becoming in- 
creasingly clear. With Donald Rumsfeld 
gone, Vice-President Dick Cheney under a 
perpetual cloud, and Libby awaiting sen- 
tencing, attention is focusing on Rove. 

Not quite two years ago — at about the 
same time that White House counsel 
Harriet Meyers was suggesting that Bush 
fire all 93 US attorneys (yes, that’s the same 
Harriet Meyers whose loyalty the president 
tried to reward with a spot on the Supreme 
Court) — a Justice Department investiga- 
tion in Guam, a US territory in the Pacific, 
got under way. That investigation involved 
possible shady doings by now-convicted 
lobbyist Jack Abramoff and was derailed 
when President Bush removed the 
supervising prosecutor in a surprise move 


that raised a few eyebrows 
but did not seem to connect 
with any larger political re- 
ality. 

The political reality is 
different today. And it does 
not seem a stretch to ask 
what Rove's role was in these 
events. Could this once-ob- 
scure offshore investigation 
provide the long-rumored but 
so far elusive link between the 
corrupt, influence-peddling 
Abramoff and the unindicted, 
influence-wielding Rove? 

Perhaps it will be more elusive but just 
as interesting to determine how involved 
Rove was with the removal of Bud Cum- 
mins, the former US attorney for East Ar- 
kansas, and the naming of his replace- 
ment, Timothy Griffin, a former aide 
to Rove. According to an e-mail from 
Sampson, Gonzales’s former chief of 
staff, “It was important to Harriet, Karl, 
etc.” that Cummins get the job. Why? 
Could that well-placed attorney 
could resurrect Whitewater allegations to 
be used against Senator Hillary Clinton if 
her presidential campaign gathered threat- 
ening momentum — threatening, that is, 
to the Republicans? 

Two years ago, when the Bush White 
House was secretly contemplating the 
sweeping politicization of the Justice 
Department's prosecutors, such questions 
would have seemed out of line, imperti- 
nent, even crazy. Today they seem to be 
frighteningly target. the lies that 
produced the Iraq War can be considered a 
soft form of presidential authoritarianism 
abroad, then should we consider Bush's 
perversion of the government’s prosecuto- 
rial power at home an equally dangerous 
form of tyranny? Following Karl Rove’s 
footsteps will help the nation understand 
the answer. Expect the worst. 


IMMORAL MORE 

The chairman of the Joint Chief’s of Staff, 
Marine Corps General Peter Pace thinks 
homosexuality is immoral. Fair enough, 
everyone is entitled to his or her opinion, 
even if it is a bit old-fashioned. And adul- 
tery? That's immoral too. The general did 
not offer a hint as to his thinking on sex 
between unmarried individuals. But we 
suspect he might take a dim view of that as 
well. Faced with the prospect of so much 
immorality among the nearly two million 
troops under his command, we have a sug- 
gestion that just might elevate the moral 
tone of our armed forces. Since the military 
has its own set of laws called the Uniform 
Code of Military Conduct, we suggest the 
armed services take a bold step and legalize

Major embarrassment? 


Matt Sanchez cut a striking figure on The O'Reilly Factor and 
Hannity @ Colmes. In January, the USMC re- 

servist and third-year Columbia University 
student had complained about being mis- 
treated and called a “baby killer” by members 
of a campus socialist organization, and soon 
found himself a darling of the conservative 
media establishment. But then news broke 

on the gay blog Joe. My. God that Sanchez was, 
only a few years ago, performing under the 
name Rod Majors in famous gay porn films 
with titles such as such as Beat Off Frenzy (1994), 
Jawbreaker (1995), and Touched by an Anal (1997). 
And who can forget the inimitable Glory Holes of 
Fame series (through 1998)? Sanchez also had his 
own escort service for several years, charging

ing travel to a client’s home. 

To Sanchez’s credit, he immediately admitted 
that all of this was true — although he did fudge 
on the timeline, claiming that his porn and hus- 
tling career was over 15 years ago — and denied 
that escort ads with his phone number and photos 
that appeared three years ago were placed by an 
imposter. Sanchez valiantly, and pointlessly, defended himself on 
these discrepancies to a kind but unrelenting Alan Colmes on the 

tter’s radio show. 

Sanchez also claims he is not gay, that his porn work was just 
a job, and that he is now a deeply conservative, patriotic Marine 
who regrets his past actions. In a piece he wrote for Salon, he 
claims that porn “reduces the mind, flattens the soul.” There is no 
reason not to take his word on all of this. Not everyone in gay porn 
is actually gay, people change all the time, and, as feminists have 
always pointed out, sex work is, well, work, and probably a prime 
example of what Marx calls alienated labor. 

Smart, witty, gay bloggers such as Tom Baccus have attacked 
Sanchez for hypocrisy, as has Nation commentator Max 
Blumenthal. But is this really the case? If anything, the hypoc- 
risy lies all on the side of the likes of O'Reilly, Sean Hannity, and 
Ann Coulter — with whom Sanchez had his photo taken at the 
early-March Conservative Political Action Conference (CPAC) at

Team Disunity? 


Pastor Bruce Wall mulls 


city- council bid 


One of the most outspoken religious leaders of Boston's black commu- 
nity, Pastor Bruce H. Wall of Global Ministries Christian Church in 
Codman Square, is considering a campaign for the 13-member Bos- 
ton City Council, the Phoenix has learned — a move that could involve 
an explosive and potentially divisive campaign. 

Wall confirms, adding that his deci- 
sion will depend on family considerations, fundraising potential, 
and the support of the four current minority council members 


“lam praying about it,” 


— who call themselves “Team Unity.” 


That last piece might be a bigger problem than Wall antici- 
pates. While says that the four councilors Felix Arroyo, 
Chuck Turner, Charles Yancey, and Sam Yoon — are considering 
backing him as a potential fifth member of their progressive bloc, 
sources close to those councilors suggest otherwise. To be blunt, the 
self-promoting and sometimes incendiary Wall might be too hota 


potato for them. 


Wall, an original founder of the Ten Point Coalition, has been 
openly critical of the city’s response to gun violence. He called for a 
black police commissioner to replace Kathleen O’Toole, and he recent- 


ly criticized Menino’s plans for a summer camp for at-risk youth. 


Menino and new police commissioner Ed Davis now won't even 


meet with him, Wall claims. 


Wall would clearly use a city-council run to air his grievances with 
Menino. “There is a growing erosion between the mayor and the city’s 
" he says. “I'd like to get into City Hall and say to the 
mayor, ‘You want this budget item? First do this for our children.’” 

That dynamic would be even juicier if Wall chooses to run in District 
Five, rather than at-large, which he says he is considering.

spot. Four years ago, Yancey himself 
successfully used that formula to beat 
Ego Ezedi. 
Of course, District Five is not as mi- 


nority-heavy as Yancey’s predominantly 
Dorchester district, and Wall is a divisive figure 
even within the city’s black community: he is critical of some high- 
profile leaders who, he says, have become too close to Menino. 
But Team Unity would love to have more members to increase 
its power on the council, say sources close to them — and they have 
yet to find other candidates willing to run. Will Wall convince them 
to back his quest? Will Menino go berserk if they do? It could be not 
only explosive, but highly entertaining.

USING THE WEB STOP WAR 


Wesley Clark is 62 years old. He is a retired 
four-star general, and is the former su- 
preme allied commander NATO. He’s 

a recipient of the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom and a former (and perhaps future) 
presidential candidate. West Point 
valedictorian and a Rhodes Scholar. He also 
has a MySpace page, and a Facebook page, 
and he posts videos to YouTube. 

The past year has seen public figures em- 
bracing sites like these to varying degrees. 
Hillary Clinton, Barack Obama, and Sam 
Brownback all announced their candidacies 
via Webcasts. Many 2008 presidential candi- 
dates have official MySpace pages. (Some have 
more friends than others — John Edwards: 
12,253; Tom Tancredo: 957.) Edwards has 
embraced video blogging. Former candidate 
Mark Warner even hosted a town hall-style 
meeting last summer Second Life. 

But Clark is using online technology a litde 
differently. He’s not a candidate (at least not 
yet). He’s trying to prevent a war. Last month, 
Clark helped launched StopIranWar.com, a 
site billed as a “one-stop resource for all Ameri- 
cans” to help avoid a looming catastrophe like 
the one playing out in Iraq. 

On the site, Clark uses YouTube for video 
blog entries. In his stiff but straight-talking

way, he teams with Jon Soltz, an Iraq veteran 
and chairman of VoteVets.org, to explore and 
explain the military ramifications of a poten- 
tial attack on Iran: what it would mean from 
a strategic perspective for our overextended 
National Guard and reserves, for the troops 
on the ground in Iraq, and for our interests 
across the region. 

There are only two clips up so far, but 
Clark and Soltz also text blog (each post 
branded, of course, with the requisite Del. 
icio.us, Digg, and Technorati markers, and 
open for comments). Most interesting, 


though, is how Clark embraces the many 
ways of amplifying his message across 
cyberspace. Visitors are encouraged to add 
Clark as a friend on Facebook and to join 
his “Securing America’s Future” MySpace 
group. He employs the mapping program 
Frappr — a site originally conceived by its 
founders as a means of keeping in touch 
with post-college friends — to help connect 
constituents in far-flung areas. The site 
even uses Flickzor to allow visitors to send 
and receive video messages. 

More prosaically, users are given the 
YouTube code and encouraged post 
Clark’s videos on their own blogs. There’s 
an online petition, audio presentations of 
Clark’s media appearances, form letters 
meant for Congress — even downloadable 
T-shirt transfers. 

The site’s ultimate efficacy remains to be 
seen, of course. But it would be nice if the 
Bush administration could approach Middle 
Eastern diplomacy with the same open 
mind and innovative thinking that Clark is 
using trying to prevent their next foreign 
policy blunder.

The publicity materials for A Mormon in the White 
House? 10 things every American should know about Mitt 
Romney (Regnery) feature this declaration from 
author Hugh Hewitt: “This is the book Mitt 
Romney didn’t want written. It explores the 

ngles the mainstream media would never see, 
and raises the questions Mitt Romney would 
rather disappear.” 

Don't believe it. If Romney is elected presi- 
dent, A Mormon in the White House? should earn 
Hewitt an appointment as Minister of Propa- 
ganda. Some highlights from his purported 
muckraking: 

“Enter Mitt Romney, the former governor 
of Massachusetts, former leader of the Salt 
Lake City Olympics, a billionaire venture 
capitalist who blazed his way through Harvard’s 
Business and Law Schools and then built a 
reputation as one of the country's most brilliant and 
successful entrepreneurs. The eloquent, funny, self- 
deprecating father of five sons and gratdfather 
to eleven grandchildren has been married to 
Ann Romney for more than three and a half 
decades. He is pro-life, pro-marriage, and pro- 
Second Amendment. He understands econom- 
ic growth and the world economy as only wildly 
successful businessmen do” (pp. 3-4; emphasis 
added here and elsewhere) 

“Many in the pro-life movement will look 
for candidates willing to master this complex 
terrain |i.e., stem-cell research} and to advo- 
cate for alternatives that protect unborn life, even 
in its earliest form. Romney's record in Massachu- 
setts will appeal to such activists.” (p. 115) 

“On marriage, Romney advocates for the 
mainstream position in the country, a solution 
that happens to be conservative and that 
rejects extremist solutions and denounces extremist 
rhetoric.” (Dp. 143) 

All this pales, though, next to the treat- 
ment Hewitt gives Romney’s Mormonism. Bor- 
rowing the structure of the Right's argument 
against gay marriage (i.e., gay-marriage advo- 
cates actually want to destroy the very institu- 
tion of marriage), Hewitt claims that discus- 
sion of the political implications of Romney's 
faith is actually part of a broader secular attack. 
Quoth Hugh: 

The Left will relish the assault on Romney's 
faith, treating it as the soft underbelly of a more 
generalized assault on the idea of religious belief |ead- 
ing, they hope, to the routine dismissal from 
the public’s consideration as leaders any man 
or woman who believes in revelation as well as 
reason. (p. 8) 

Never mind that Hewitt’s full of shit — this is 
truly ingenious stuff. In one fell swoop, Romney 
is transformed from an object of suspicion to a 
martyr to the cause, someone whose candidacy 
deserves the support of believers of all stripes. 

Will it work? We'll know next year. For now, 
though, the early signs are promising: as of 
Tuesday afternoon, a day after its publication 
date, A Mormon in the White House? was Number 60 
on Amazon.com.

hen Barack Obama an- 
nounced his presidential 
candidacy, there was some 
wild speculation driven 
chiefly by early polls 
and bloggers such as Mickey Kaus — that 
Obama might not receive large share the 
black vote. The reasoning was that Obama 
— whose mother was white, whose father 
was Kenyan, and who grew primarily 
Hawaii and Indonesia — did not share the 
African-American “slavery heritage,” and 
that therefore many American blacks would 
reject him. 

Guess again. 

After stirring appearance 
Selma, Alabama, a week or so ago, the truth is 
becoming more apparent. There under- 
standable pride among voters whenever “one 
of their own” seeks the nation’s highest office. 
John F. Kennedy did better among Catholics 
than any Democrat in recent history; Mitt 
Romney will do very well among Mormons, 
and most presidential candidates usually get a 
huge home-state bounce. Black voters are not 
going to be an exception to this rule. 

How important that advantage? It’s 
enormous, and it’s largely why Obama not 
Hillary Clinton — is the current favorite to 
be the Democratic nominee. Black voters 
are huge constituency the Democratic 
primaries around percent and they 
give Obama solid base build virtu- 
ally every state (though not, interestingly, 
lowa New Hampshire), all but guarantee- 
ing he'll stay in the race until the end. It also 


gives him unusual strength many states 
that would normally not fertile ground for 
staunch Illinois liberal. 

Equally important, these are voters 
Hillary Clinton’s campaign had figured 
would overwhelmingly supporting her, 
largely because the black 
close ties to Bill Clinton in the past. Simply 
put, Obama’s candidacy has blown huge 
hole the Clinton effort’s foundation. 

Jesse 1988 campaign 
instructive. the Democratic primaries 
that year, Jackson captured 92 percent of 
the black vote, carrying him wins 
states including Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, South Carolina, 
and Virginia all which will prime 
targets for Obama well. Jackson’s popu- 
larity among black voters also gave him, 
as it will Obama, a huge delegate boost 
nationally, since convention delegates 
are apportioned congressional district. 
Throughout the country, a number of pre- 
dominantly black districts will give Obama 
pockets of support come convention time. 

Obama has another advantage. He is, 
by many accounts, the most charismatic 
Democratic presidential candidate 
the scene since Robert Kennedy 
campaigner, par with Ronald Reagan 
and JFK. True, there plenty time for 
Obama stumble and prove right those 
critics who say too green make 
through tough campaign for the White 
House. But far, he’s more than cleared 
the hurdles front him. 


This isn’t to denigrate Hillary Clinton’s 
considerable assets. She the first female 
presidential candidate with real chance 
win. She’s got first-class organization 
with plenty money. But she’s still Bill 
wife, and with all the benefits 
that distinction comes lot baggage. 

Electing woman president would 
historic first. But bigger point pride 
for many voters, given the nation’s history, 
would electing the first black. Admittedly 
this just impression, but after inter- 
viewing a number of voters, my hunch is that 
many would love to have the chance to vote 
for black candidate. While many would also 
like vote for woman, the truth that 
many parts the country Hillary extraor- 
dinarily unpopular. sense that number 
voters have Clinton fatigue and wish Bill and 
Hillary would, well, disappear. 

Obama has a long way to go. But right 
now, he looks like the real thing. 


DEMOCRATS 

BARACK OBAMA. Odds for nomination: 6-5. 
Strengths: charismatic, compelling communi- 
cator who has real chance America’s 
first black president. That brings him enor- 
mous political advantages (see above). As far 
primary Dems are concerned, right all 
the issues, including Iraq. Weaknesses: rela- 
tively new the political scene and has never 
run for national office before, so he will make 
mistakes. Bottom Line: will take superstar 
derail the Hillary juggernaut. Unfortunately 
for her, Obama looks like may one. 
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HILLARY CLINTON. Odds for nomination: 7-4. 
Strengths: she’s big-name candidate, the 
first woman seek the presidency who has 
a real chance to win, and the beneficiary of 
her husband’s powerful political operation, 
with all its fundraising prowess. Weaknesses: 
she also inherits all the baggage from the 

linton era. Has always had very high neg- 
atives polls. Has angered liberals with 
her stance on Iraq. So far, not the greatest 
candidate the trail; seems “The 
Unhappy Warrior.” Bottom Line: were Obama 
not in the race, she’d be the odds-on favor- 
ite win. But is. 


JOHN EDWARDS. Odds for nomination: 7-1. 
Strengths: in any other year, Edwards would 
be the front-runner. He’s run before, he’s 
got compelling message, and he’s run- 
ning good campaign, focusing the 

early states where he has to do well or else. 
Weaknesses: the problem is that this isn’t 

“any other year” and he’s up against two 
extraordinary candidates. To survive, he'll 
have to eliminate one early and that raises 
the real question: could beat Hillary 
Obama one-on-one? It’s unlikely. A bit too 
“Southern” for some Northern voters. Bottom 
Line: though no one ever focuses on this, 
were Edwards to gain the nomination, he’d 
the Dems’ strongest candidate gener- 
al election because he’d make them competi- 
tive in states they traditionally don’t carry. A 
campaign worth watching, even doesn’t 
end victorious. 


BILL RICHARDSON. Odds for nomination: 55-1. 
Strengths: serious Hispanic candidate for the 
presidency with both international and exec- 
utive experience. Only serious westerner 
race (he’s New Mexico’s governor). Weaknesses: 
despite running as a DC outsider, on the 
stump sounds like the quintessential 
Beltway insider. That’s not good. Internet 
rumors already plaguing campaign. That’s 
not good. Seemingly endorsed David 
Brooks (the conservative New York Times col- 
umnist) in a recent column. That’s not good 
either. Bottom Line: hard see how gets 
traction this field. Maybe Brooks can get 
him appointed the editorial board. 


CHRIS DODD. Odds for nomination: 60-1. 
Strengths: solid senator from Connecticut; 
appealing speaker. Will raise consider- 

able money due his post the Senate 
Banking Committee. Weaknesses: a DC insider 
the textbook example candidate who 
tends not well primaries. New 
England senator running the wake 
John Kerry’s 2004 campaign, which kind 
soured people backing senators from 
New England.

The February 18 and 19 stories by Dana 
Priest and Anne Hull were exemplary 
pieces of journalism: beautifully written 
and packed with grisly detail, they showed 
that the same troops lionized for their role 
in the “War on Terror” are neglected by the 
government after they come home. And 
they shamed the highest levels govern- 
ment into quick action. After the Post’s 
pieces ran, President George Bush al- 
legedly told White House spokesman Tony 
Snow, “Find out what the problem is and 
fix it”; since then, three top Army officials 


have resigned been fired. 

Considering the Post’s reputation, its 
influence in Washington, and Priest’s 
renown, neither the quality nor the impact 
the paper’s Walter Reed coverage was 
surprising. But did the Post actually break 
the story? On February 20, Joan Walsh 
editor-in-chief the online magazine 
Salon — reminded readers that Salon’s Mark 
Benjamin had written about Walter Reed 
2005 and 2006, focusing the poor care 
received soldiers with post- 
traumatic stress disorder and traumatic

the same: Walter Reed, Benjamin found, 

“is failing to properly care for many sol- 

diers traumatized by the Iraq war.” Walsh’s 

tone was gentle, but she did note that one 

military couple whose ordeal Benjamin 

had described Corporal Wendell McLeod 

Jr. and his wife, Annette McLeod were 

prominently featured the Post’s coverage, 

including front-page, above-the-fold pho- 
tograph on February 19. a 

In subsequent days, Editor @ Publisher, 
National Public Radio’s the Media, and 
New York Times columnist Paul Krugman all 
highlighted Salon’s previous work on the 
Walter Reed story. But not the Post. 
On March 1, Priest was asked in an 
online chat why the Post’s stories 
had received more attention than 
Salon’s; she replied that she hadn’t 
read Benjamin’s reportage. That 
same day, the Post ran an article by 
Hull and Priest headlined 
OFFICIALS KNEW NEGLECT: COM- 
PLAINTS ABOUT WALTER REED WERE 
VOICED FOR YEARS. Salon wasn’t 
mentioned. 

In an e-mail to the Phoenix, Post 
ombudsman Deborah Howell said 
Benjamin had done “fine work,” 
but added that Hull and Priest 
were pointed to the story by a 
tipster; that Hull only read one 
of Benjamin’s stories before she 
and Priest wrote theirs; and that 
the Post’s material was original 
and only overlapped slightly with 
Salon’s. Also, Howell said, Hull 
didn’t know Benjamin had men- 
tioned the McLeods until after the 
Post’s story ran. “It’s not uncom- 
mon (it has happened me) that 
work done large news organiza- 
tions brings about more acknowl- 
edgement,” she concluded. 


PARALLEL UNIVERSES 

Being a journalist means not hav- 
ing admit someone else got there 
first. Unlike academics, reporters 
can largely ignore their predeces- 
sors’ contributions to a given story 
naming occasional colleague 
competitor feeling gener- 
ous, dropping “reportedly” now 
and again, or maybe just giving no 
credit all.

That’s the view Bob Phelps, 
who was the Times’ Washington editor from 
1965 to 1974 and then ran the Clobe’s cover- 
age the busing crisis. During his time 
the capital, Phelps recalls, the Times’ New 
York editors regularly urged the bureau 
acknowledge competitors’ scoops and 
the bureau regularly resisted. “We said, 
“Well, that subject was on our list, and we 
just didn’t happen choose that particu- 
lar day [to cover it},” says Phelps. If a story 
demands coverage and can't significantly 
advanced, he adds, whatever competitor 
broke should definitely get nod. Still, 
“Outside the newspaper industry, the 
media general, who cares whether you 
give credit not?” 

During his time editor the 
Philadelphia Inquirer 18-year period during 
which the paper won Pulitzers Gene 
Roberts wasn’t quick credit other papers, 
either. “Our policy the Inquirer,” Roberts 
explains, “was that undertook 
investigation from start finish, didn’t 
into whoever had written about the sub- 
ject before.” Consequently, Roberts thinks 
the Post’s decision not cite Salon was fair: 
“My impression that this was the Post’s 
own work that they weren’t dependent 
any way upon anything that had been previ- 
ously written,” says. 


THE 

Here’s the catch: for readers, knowing 
and when given story was previously cov- 
ered can itself vital part the story. 
After the Post’s Walter Reed stories ran, Dr. 
William Winkenwerder Jr., the assistant 
secretary defense for health affairs, ex- 
pressed shock what read. “This news 
caught did many other people 
completely surprise,” Winkenwerder 
said. Benjamin quickly pointed out 
Salon, however, his own earlier stories 
problems Walter Reed raised real doubts 
about this claim ignorance. 

Here’s another example, from last 
year’s Massachusetts race. 
October 2006, Democrat Deval Patrick’s 
previous support for Ben LaGuer — a 
convicted rapist who still maintains his 
innocence became central issue 
his campaign against Republican Kerry 
Healey. On October 4, the Globe reported 
that Patrick had offered limited and inac- 
curate descriptions his past involvement 
with LaCuer; a week later, Healey unveiled 
a controversial ad that hammered Patrick 
for his LaGuer ties. 

Healey’s backfired, and Patrick went 
win easily. retrospect, though, the 
episode might have played out differently 
the Globe had mentioned that Patrick was 
asked about his ties LaGuer August 
2006, when the Herald first ran story 
the subject. After all, this meant Patrick 
had been aware his potential vulner- 
ability on the LaGuer issue for more than 
month and his campaign still couldn’t 
get its story straight. This, might 
have made Globe readers less likely 
indulge Patrick’s changing explanations 
and more skeptical about his basic political 
competence. course, since the 
focus was Patrick’s shifting explana- 
tions his involvement with rath- 
than that involvement itself, the paper 
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had no real obligation here. (According to 
Globe editor Marty Baron, “If something 

is an exclusive or obviously involves a 
significant piece of enterprise, our policy is 
give credit.”) 

Shed no tears for the Herald, however. 
Also in the ’06 campaign, the tabloid 
provided textbook example another 
way avoid giving credit competitor 
— namely, running away from a big story 
someone else broke. During the Democratic 
primary, columnist Joan Vennochi 
wrote a damning column on attempts by 
Tom Reilly’s campaign discredit Patrick 
by working with Ray Rogers, a union activ- 
ist and vocal Coca-Cola critic. (Patrick had 
previously been Coke’s in-house counsel.) 
Vennochi’s column, which quoted exten- 
sively from e-mail sent Reilly opera- 
tive, ran August 12. The Herald alluded 
to it on August 14, but the reference was 
so obscure it was useless. On August 17, 
the Herald did note that the state Office 
Campaign and Political Finance was 
investigating possible collusion 
Rogers and both Reilly and Chris Gabrieli, 
Patrick’s other Democratic opponent but 
still didn’t mention Vennochi’s smoking- 
gun e-mail. Reilly only managed percent 
the primary vote; the Herald had given 
the Rogers contretemps the attention 
deserved, it might have been less. (In fair- 
ness the Herald, paper runs away from 
competitors’ scoops like the New York Times, 
generally regarded the national paper 
record; see sidebar.) 

“We don’t have the resources to do 
everything,” says Herald editor Kevin 
Convey. “If the Globe breaks it, it’s going 
radio and TV. Unless it’s huge, I'd 
rather have our people out and break 
something else.” 


24/7 HIGHS AND WOES 

According Tom Rosenstiel, director the 
Project for Excellence in Journalism, jour- 
nalists’ willingness credit their competi- 
tion has actually increased recent years 
— though not necessarily for welcome rea- 
sons. “The basic instinct has been grudg- 
ing one,” Rosenstiel says.

The deadliest sin 


Of course, the Post's obstinacy regard- 
ing Walter Reed shows that any newfound 
generosity has its limits. But now would 
good time rethink the terms credit- 
giving because given the way news 
consumed today, any news outlet that takes 
stingy approach toward crediting the 
competition, especially on a major story like 
Walter Reed, risks looking absurd. 

Here’s why. Twenty years ago, it would 
have taken days weeks for investiga- 
tive reporter to identify and obtain relevant 
background reading for particular story. 
And your average mid 1980s Post reader 
probably have learned about 
similar coverage, whether competi- 
tor or in the alternative press, unless the 
Post deigned to mention it. Today, though, 
reporters can background research 
matter seconds; the general public 
can google its way related reading 
about the same time; and aggregators like 
Romenesko and Media Bistro make it easier 
for slighted outlets like Salon to stake their 
claim for an industry-wide audience. (I 
learned about Salon’s Walter Reed coverage 
on Editor @ Publisher's Web site, for example.) 
In other words, on several levels, the illu- 
sion stand-alone reporting just doesn’t 
hold like used to. 

That being the case, what’s the best 
response? Here’s an easy answer: if a pub- 
lication advances a story that was first 
explored depth another media outlet, 
a brief reference to the former story could 
be folded into the latter one — before or 
after the jump along with explana- 
tion of how the second story goes beyond 
the first. Aesthetically, though, this solu- 
tion isn’t very satisfying; this kind of dis- 
claimer would have undermined the unde- 
niable power Priest and Hull’s Walter 
Reed coverage, for example. 

Other approaches might work better. 
sidebar note could acknowledge 
significant prior work on the subject in 
question, and explain how the new story 
went further, say. (Presumably, this is 
something reporters and editors are already 
thinking about.) Or, even easier: online 
postings stories could offer links for 
additional reading, and even solicit more 
suggestions from readers. Whatever the 
solution, one thing certain: the informa- 
tion out there and it’s the press’s job 
give the public more it, notless.

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WHITHER THE BOSTON IRISH? 


isiting Dublin recently, was dismayed telling bit 

sartorial sociology: Yankees caps outnumbered Red Sox caps 

about one. Granted, the Irish aren’t all that keen 

baseball, this generalization was based observing only 

about hats. Nonetheless, was distressing. Where was the 
love for what is, all accounts, the most Irish city America? 


Nearly a third of Bostonians claim 
Irish ancestry, far and away the 
largest percentage any American 
city. They came here in sudden, 
massive waves: impoverished rural 
refugees from the Great Famine of 
the 1840s, arriving as East Coast cit- 
ies were in the thrall of democratic 
ferment, fired by roaring industry. 
And given Boston’s smallish size in 
contrast with metropolis like New 
York, they've left a cultural mark 
disproportionate even their large 
numbers. In this town — as Bruce 
Bolling, the first African-American 
president Boston City Council, 
once winked the Globe’s former 
Dublin bureau chief Kevin Cullen 
— “we're all Irish by osmosis.” 

Bolling spoke those words 20 years 
ago, immediately after his ascension 
to council president, at which point 
“used his office and power pun- 
ish political rival, maintaining 
tradition that stretched back nearly 
a century, when Irish ward bosses 
used their clout to exact revenge 
against anyone who challenged the 
machine,” Cullen writes. 

Two decades later, the Irish don’t 
have quite the lock City Hall and 
Beacon Hill they once did. There's still 
a Feeney and a Flaherty and a Murphy 
the Boston City Council. But 
there’s also a LaMattina, an Arroyo, 
and a Yoon. In the Massachusetts 
State House, the Senate President is 
Travaligni and the House Speaker 
DiMasi. City Hall has been con- 
trolled by a Menino since 1994. 

In a city once known as “the 
next parish over” from Connaught, 
Irish emigrants are coming ever 
fewer numbers work pubs and 
on paint crews; in fact, many are 
returning to the flush economy 
back home. Meanwhile, shamrock- 
bedecked South Boston has under- 
gone blindingly rapid change. 
recently as 1988, historian Thomas 


O’Connor could write that Southie 
“has survived with perhaps the few- 
est changes in its ethnic, social, and 
religious composition” as anywhere 
in Boston. Now, a two-bedroom 
condo there costs $500,000. Once- 
omnipotent pols like Billy Bulger 
and Tom Finneran have been laid 
low. The Littlest Bar is in ruins. A 
Southie-set flick like The Departed 
wins Best Picture? Big deal. was 
directed by an Italian, and Jack 
Nicholson, playing mobster based 
Bulger’s brother Whitey, does 
wearing Yankees cap. 

One hundred and sixty years after 
the blackest year of the Famine, 
nearly half a century since John F. 
Kennedy rose the highest office 
in the land, is the fabled potency of 
the Boston Irish becoming distant 
memory? 


NAME? 

First, there was Paddy. Penniless. Pite- 
ous. Dispossessed. tattered tenant 
farmer, escaping a blighted homeland 
alongside millions more like him. 
“Most of them had never been three 
miles from their home,” says Peter 
Quinn, author the personal and 
probing new essay collection Looking for 
Jimmy: A Search for Irish America (Overlook). 
“They’re from the most primitive ag- 
ricultural society Europe, and six 
weeks later they’re in the fastest in- 
dustrializing cities in the world.” 

The welcome was not warm. This 
man, with “neanderthal physical 
characteristics” (as the eugenicist 
Madison Grant put it), “the great 
upper lip, bridgeless nose, beetling 
brow with low-growing hair, and wild 
Savage aspect,” represented a threat 
the WASP elite cities like Boston 
and New York. By the years after the 
Civil War (even though Irish brigades 
fought valorously for the Union), these 
teeming immigrant masses were 
looked upon much the same light 


the newly emancipated blacks. 

One Thomas Nast cartoon, from 
1876, shows Sambo and Paddy sit- 
ting in a scale, grinning dumbly at 
each other. North and South. White 
and black. Two “underclasses that 
weigh down the future America’s 
recently reunited Anglo-Saxon 
republic,” Quinn writes. Visiting the 
United States in 1881, English histo- 
rian Edward A. Freeman remarked, 
“This would grand land only 
every Irishman would kill a Negro, 
and hanged for it.” 

But by the early years of the 
century, things had changed. 
Paddy, who'd arrived in this country 
without money, without skills — 
“bereft,” Quinn writes, “of usable 
past” — had found strength in 
numbers. And had realized that 
“whoever the streets belong to gets 
define what takes belong.” 
long before Paddy changed 
his name. Now he was Jimmy. 

“Jimmy,” in Quinn’s formulation, 
is an amalgam of two archetypes: 
pug-faced Jimmy Cagney and Jimmy 
Walker, the singing, swinging 
Jazz Age mayor of New York. It was 
this new identity, writes, that 
“personified transformation 
from mud-splattered, simplemind- 
ed, shillelagh-wielding spalpeen 
into skeptical, fast-talking urbanite 
who could never be mistaken for a 
greenhorn rube.” 

It was a remarkable transforma- 
tion, says Quinn from his home 
New York. “In 1840, the Irish were 
the most rural people Europe. 
hundred years later, the prototype 
urban behavior are the Irish.” 

Their agrarian skills useless here, 
Irish immigrants were forced to 
reinvent themselves, and they did 
first with language. Since the west 
Ireland was hardest hit the 
Famine, it has been estimated that

BOSTON AUTHOR DROP ANOTHER CANONICAL TOM 


“The thing that’s most gratifying to me is 

that the artists themselves like it and respect 
it, ‘cause I’m trying to tell their story,” says BRIAN 
COLEMAN from his home in Somerville. “If Fredro 
from Onyx likes the book, that’s what matters to 
me.” Coleman is the author of RakimTold Me, one of 
the most widely praised hip-hop books history. 
first-hand account hip-hop classics, the self-pub- 
lished book created such a buzz that 
Random House asked him update 
and release much bigger book. Check 
the Technique: Liner Notes for Hip-Hop Junkies 
(Villard) hits stores June 12. 

“There are some parts Rakim 
Told Me, but it is Volume Il,” Coleman 
explains. “The Soul chapter 
beefed up, went back and got Prince Paul and 
Dante Ross. For the Ice-T chapter, I was able to track 
down Afrika Islam.” All told, Coleman doubled 
the amount of hip-hop information, to 500 pages, 
including and excluding some things from Rakim. 
Check chapters the making hip-hop 
classics — everything from the Fugees to Too $hort. 
His new deal gives him international distribution, a 
huge helping of publicity, and, of course, money. 

“It was good money. was enough money 
make want give shot.” After working 
for years jazz publicist and hip-hop free- 
lancer, Coleman had months to work on the book. 
“The time had, that’s what should happen, 
you can actually focus on writing. It let me do 
what wanted do. For the Beastie Boys chapter 
{“Check Your Head” I talked to every single person 
involved in making that record. It gave me the 
luxury that. was nothing but amazing, 
I'm really excited.” 

Coleman has only praise for the publisher and 
his editor, Adam Korn, and expects the new book 
to get some international exposure for Wax Facts 
Press, his tiny Somerville publishing house. “Until 
the book comes out, it’s very much purgatorial 
thing. like having kid. It’s all been pretty 
crazy, but all good. I got no complaints. What | did 
before couldn’t be any smaller, it was just me!” 

Now, Random House has placed his book under 
its Villard imprint, alongside Jeff Foxworthy and 
The Cubicle Survival Guide. The early buzz was garnered 
through just copies for back-cover quotes: Ahmir 
“?uestiove” Thompson of the Roots wrote the intro, 
and hip-hop author Ronin calls “truly essential 
rap history.” Coleman hopes have book parties 
all over the US featuring the Djs and artists who 
inspired him, parties similar to the two he threw 
at the Milky Way in June 2005. These will be much 
larger. “I'm not big fan book signings. don’t 
to them, I don’t see the point of them — I mean, you 
the center of everything.” Expect events in Boston, 
New York City, Philadelphia, Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, and maybe more. 

But it’s not the accolades and the sales that 
really after.

Dave Gibbs returns Boston with Low Stars 


scene: four chairs, four 
acoustic guitars, four semi-fa- 
mous, sensitive singer-song- 
writers small stage ina 
room with few dozen chairs. 
There’s free Starbucks coffee the back. 
One those semi-famous, sensitive 
singer-songwriters preparing play 
First Act Guitar Studio bit more 
famous than most these parts: Dave 
Gibbs used front the Cigolo Aunts, 
Boston band who spent the better part 
breakthrough before relocating 1998 
and calling quits. It’s the last 
Tuesday February, early the eve- 
ning, and Gibbs back town with 
his latest project, the folk-rocking Low 
Stars.

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Brave Old World bring Song the Lodz Boston

Boston, it’s the season Leslie 
Epstein’s stage adaptation of his novel 
King of the Jews, based on the experience of 
Nazi ghetto during 
War Il, just finished a run at the Boston 
Playwrights’ Theatre. And this weekend 
— March 17 and 18 — the Jewish music en- 
semble Brave Old World are bringing their 
Dus Gesang fin Geto Lodzh|Song of the Lodz Chetto to 
the Jewish Theatre of New England. 

The song cycle —released as a CD on 
the German Winter & Winter label in 
2005 takes many moods and styles. 
There's klezmer-style wedding music, la- 
ments, parodies, bit “An 
die Freude” ("Ode to Joy"), and original 
pieces composed the mode Brave Old 
World's self-styled “New Jewish Music.” 
The core the piece drawn from songs 
written or sung by residents of the ghetto 
and collected by the ethnomusicologist 
Flam. begins with little folk song 
sung by one of the ghetto’s survivors, 
Ya’akov Rotenberg, in a lo-fi recording 
made in 1985. A scratchy modern-day 
fiddle picks the melody 
voice fades, and then a second, querying 
minor-key strain enters piano, graced 
with rich, dulcimer-like ornaments. The 
piano solo modulates into another, more 
portentous theme augmented deep 
bass notes and florid runs. been 
transported from the past into the pres- 
ent. There’s segue into dance figure 
piano joined fiddle, accordion, and 
finally Brave Old World’s Michael Alpert 
singing the celebratory gants fayn 
tov” (“A really fine mazltov”). 

Interweaving musical past and pres- 
ent, songs bleed into one another 
without clear division, the cycle is a kind 
theatrical memory play. And its mean- 
ings are ambiguous, disturbing. That 
very first song “Rumkovski Khayim,” 

sardonic “tribute” Mordechai Chaim 
Rumkowski, head of J6dZ’s Jewish council, 
infamous for his nefarious negotiations 
with the Nazis. “Yidelekh zenen gebentsht 
mit Khayim,” Rotenberg sings. “Jews are 
blessed with Khayim (life).” “Khayim” is 
also the transliteration of Rumkowski’s 
middle name. And in the third line, 
“hakhayim” “house life” the 
Yiddish euphemism for cemetery. In the 
lyrics, Brave Old World composer 
and keyboardist Alan Bern tells me, “ev- 
ery line triple entendre.” The playing 
throughout multi-instrumentalists 
Bern, Alpert, Kurt Bjorling, and Stuart 
Brotman virtuoso, whether it’s 
classical piano technique cabaret- 
waltz accordion, Bjorling’s rich, throaty 
clarinet laments, or Alpert’s Yiddish vo- 
cals, at once conversational and lyrical, 
earthy and airborne. 


I talked to Bern not 
long after the came 
out, when he was study- 
ing for an advanced degree 
Cincinnati, and again 
from his home Berlin 
last week. He tells me that 
took Brave Old World 
more than years ar- 
rive at the cycle’s current 
arrangement. first, 
was presented pure 
ethnomusicology, all the 
songs drawn from Flam’s 
research and presented 
with verbal introductions. 
But that seemed to put the 
music at too far an intel- 
lectual remove. So they 
composed work, without 
commentary. Then anoth- 
er problem arose. In 1994 
they played the German 
“Gegen das Vergessen” 
Festival Forget- 
ting.” “The head the 
festival came and 
said, ‘It’s so wonderful that there are young 
people who still remember this music.’ 
wanted to say, ‘What do you mean “remem- 
ber”? had learn this music the same 
way that anyone would have to.’ Europe 
there tends unconscious assumption 
about racial memory. So I felt that the fact 
that were not there ourselves [in was 
invisible our audiences. They saw Ameri- 
can Jews stage playing this music and they 
somehow thought that had some kind 
racial memory it.” 

The problem, then, was honoring the 
people who created this music and mak- 
ing clear that the “tellers” were living the 
here and now. Brave Old World introduced 
a portion of their piece “Berlin 1990,” which 
threads through the cycle, as does “Rumkov- 
ski Khayim” ; the latter begins and ends the 
cycle and also sung variation Alpert. 

Another issue Rumkowski himself, 
figure who can seen savior preda- 
tor. When Epstein imagined him the 
character Trumpelman, made King 
the Jews unpopular some quarters 
the secular Jewish community as Portnoy's 
Complaint had been a decade earlier. 

don’t want there moral the 
story,” Bern tells me. He’s lived Berlin 
since 1987, and for years there had been 
much discussion discussion that went 
into high gear with reunification about 
“when are going really put the past be- 
hind us. They call draw- 
ing the bottom line. There are many people 
in Germany who feel that they made a hor- 
rible mistake and they’ve been punished for 


it, and now they want to be allowed to forget 
about and and not constantly 
confronted by the Holocaust. And it’s a very 
complicated question. I’m certainly not tak- 
ing the position that they should never al- 
lowed move on. But the idea that could 
ever finished with what happened the 
Holocaust is, think, mistake. And 
mistake whether you're a German or a Jew or 
Chinese. There are profound unanswerable 
questions that arise from what happened 
there, and still dealing with them.”

The 51-year-old Bern, a native of Bloom- 
ington, Indiana, himself went Germany 
because his music teachers Indiana Uni- 
versity were “almost all Central European 
Jews. When was growing up, there was 
whole world high culture Heifetz, 
Einstein, Schnabel and that world came 
from Central Europe. There was that side, 
and there was the whole Nazi thing. 
the fact that both those could happen 
the same country was disturbing 
read about it, saw lot films 
about it, studied German philosophy 
undergraduate, and certain point 
see what could find out there.” found 
modern Germany and especially Berlin 
incredibly open society, inspiring, 
and supportive non-commercial art. 

Although Brave Old World improvise 
every performance, Bern still draws his 
ideals from his classical training. “What 
love about classical music that you 
can rediscover many times 
not consumable.

Girl Authority wrestle with success

Even though they'd have been happier if I 
were a skinny dude with doe eyes and a gui- 
tar slung over my shoulder, the five members 
of Girl Authority I speak with (four were away 
vacation play rehearsal the time) 
are charming and polite. You con- 
ceive their acting the part flashy mini- 
divas — particularly 14-year-old Jacqueline, 
soft-spoken and delicate way that 
makes you want to protect her from mean 
boys. They're also already stunners: glow- 
ing complexions that would suit a Clean & 
Clear commercial, big smiles with straight or = 
in-the-process-of-being-straightened teeth, 
trendy clothes. 

Authority formed when Rounder 
Records asked Samantha Hammel, Sud- 
bury-based talent manager, to recommend 
potential candidates for girl-pop group. 
She had previously worked with each 
the girls, who range from 9 to 14 years old, 
in community theater or her Friends of 
Broadway program, and all of them were 
already friends. Seven of the nine are from 
Sudbury; two are from surrounding towns 
Weston and Westborough. course they 
get carpooled rehearsals. 

You can already hear the girls’ voices 
maturing on their sophomore album, Road 
Trip (Zoé/Rounder), which Hammel ex- 
ecutive-produced with the band’s current 
production manager, Liza Levy. their 
homonymous debut, the production occa- 
sionally reduced them sugary twee. Girl 
Authority was Kidz Bop with High School Mu- 
sical Broadway edge, RoadTrip amplifies this, 
setting the band more than mere im- 
personators. Five original tracks commis- 
sioned Rounder are interspersed among 
the vacation-themed covers. “This 
Day,” self-confidence anthem that flexes

major pop muscle, was written by Tanya 
Donelly (Throwing Muses/Belly), and Vince 
Clarke (Erasure/Depeche Mode) penned the 
synth-happy opener, “Let's Get Together.”

Although there are moments on 
RoadTrip where I find it necessary to turn 
the volume down and think Simon Cow- 
ell-ish karaoke thoughts, Cirl Authority are 
pre-packaged for audience that probably 
care less what grumpy Brit might 
say about the band’s song choices and har- 
monizing skills.

And after the girls sing 
for me a cappella, | get a candid impression of 
how capable they are and how much farther 
they could go. Whether they have what 
takes achieve Olsen success 
remains seen.

Homegrown drone 


Isis thrive out the West Coast

aron Turner, frontman of the 
formerly Boston-based art-metal 
act Isis, is not easily swayed by 
the idea that nurture affects a 
developing entity more than na- 
ture. Over the last few years, Turner and 
his mates guitarists Mike Gallagher and 
Cliff Meyer, bassist Jeff Caxide, and drum- 
mer Aaron Harris have experienced 
plenty of action. In 2002 they signed to 
former Faith No More singer Mike Patton’s 
Ipecac label. In 2003 they relocated from 
Boston to Los Angeles. And last year they 
toured with Tool, playing to the largest 
and most diverse crowds of their career. 

Yet Turner (who also runs the success- 
ful underground metal label Hydra Head) 
doesn't believe that any of these events has 
played significant role shaping Isis. 
“Frankly, lot what for our- 
selves,” he says over the phone from the 
band’s tour van as it rattles across Florida 
in the general direction of Cambridge, 
where they will play the Middle East this 
Friday and Saturday. “I mean, it’s cer- 
tainly possible that our environment has 
influenced our music. And it’s definitely 
gratifying to receive the support of our so- 
called elders; it’s kind of a confirmation of 
the validity of what we do. But I don’t feel 
that our music would've evolved on a dif- 
ferent course if we'd stayed in Boston. And 
regardless the encouragement, 
still be compelled to make the music we 
make. More than anything else, it’s about 
our process internal creation.” 

The internal-creation theory is a favor- 
ite of innumerable indie bands, many of 
whom view outside influence as a vehicle 
of creative dilution. (I could fill pages 
with examples of scruffy guys telling me, 
“We just do what we do, and if anyone 
else digs it, that’s a bonus.”) To Turner’s 
credit, though, the music Isis make actu- 
ally does sound like the product just 
such a process: on In the Absence of Truth 
(Ipecac), their latest album, the quintet 
play metal kind meditative mood 
music, a lush swirl of sound and texture 
that’s less about banging one’s head and 
more about lightly swinging it to and 
fro. Lengthy cuts such as “Over Root and 
Thorn” stretch metal’s hard-and-fast ele- 
ments to slo-mo extremes, transforming 
distortion into drone. 

It’s sound Isis have been honing me- 
thodically since their formation in 1997; 
delving into their catalogue, you can hear 
them venture with increasing confidence 
away from metal-band expectations. “I’m 
awed by the musical progress they’ve 
made from record to record,” says Patton 
from offices, “which difficult 
thing to do. The remarkable subtlety and 
beauty in the fabric of In the Absence of Truth 


perfect testament this. I’m honored 
to be working with a band that seems to 
raise the creative bar with each release.” 
“Generally with us, the development 
just happens,” Gallagher says. “But the 
reason just happens because al- 
ways thinking about how never want 
to repeat ourselves. | mean, chances are 
that someone who’s reasonably familiar 
with the band could listen song they’ve 
never heard by us and be able to tell that 
it’s Isis. But we’ve worked hard at not do- 
ing the same things over again. We've 
never thought, like, ‘Oh, this worked on an 
old record, so let’s do something like that 
again.’ That’s little bit gross; couldn’t 
feel good about what did that.” 
Gallagher says that for the Absence the 
band redoubled their efforts to be original, 
making “shitty two-mic practice-space re- 
cordings” of the new songs before they en- 
tered the studio with producer Matt Bayles 
in order to “be able to take the music home 
and play along with and mull over.” The 
guitarist cites the end Light,” 
the CD’s nine-minute closer, as an example 
the fruits this labor. had certain parts 
that song worked out before went into 
the studio, but other parts weren't set, sol 
just figured it out as we went. And that end- 
being one favorite parts the 


record. wouldn’t have had the chutzpah 
that when were recording Ce- 
lestial. Back then I just concentrated on being 
able to play as well as I could. As time goes 
on, think all kind gotten the abil- 
ity let things and see what happens.” 

“They were exploring more expansive 
material than on previous releases,” says 
Bayles, who also produced 2002’s Oceanic 
and the 2004 Isis album Panopticon. “That 
meant spending more time arranging gui- 
tar and bass and keys on each song. Songs 
that climaxed with heavy distor- 
tion previous record didn’t necessarily 
follow that formula the new one. 
all had experiment.” 

acknowledges the precedent set 
Tool this regard, explaining that 
continuing innovate, the massively popu- 
lar Los Angeles quartet have “certainly defied 
industry convention, and they’re ap- 
plauded for that.” Still, he says, he considers 
the Melvins the long-running art-metal 
outfit who once counted Kurt Cobain vo- 
cal fan more appropriate model for Isis. 
always done exactly what they’ve 
wanted to, and they’ve made through 
hundreds situations intact. They make 
living from their music without having 
compromise the way they things. That’s 
the path imagine Isis taking.” 


Did imagine that path taking the 
band Los Angeles? “The decision was 
born out of a desire for change,” he says, 
emphasizing the band’s facto mantra. 
“Everybody needed get out Boston 
for lots reasons that are kind hard 
to generalize.” Well, not that hard. 
“Three-fifths the band from New 
England, but grew New Mexico. 
been Boston for eight years, and the 
climate started get after while. 

was looking for return original 
environment. all agreed liked the 
West Coast, and LA seemed like the most 
practical choice, since it’s more affordable 
than San Francisco.” 

Although Gallagher and Caxide have 
subsequently moved back East, Turner 
says the relocation has been boon for the 
band. “There’s lot stigma against LA. 
There’s this idea that it’s really surface- 
oriented and kind plastic culture. But 
because not trying make the 
entertainment business, we don’t feel the 
threat of that. Beyond that, I’m not shovel- 
ing snow for four months out the year, 
and live decent place that’s cheaper 
than shithole Boston.”

The set opener, “Streams of Whiskey,” was a statement 
purpose, with its declarative going/ 
Any which way the wind may blowing.” The tearjerk- 
ing ballad Pair Brown Eyes” was one high point: 
the “Boys from County Hell” 
was another. Celebrating misbehavior, ferociously some- 
times, what the Pogues are famous for. But they’re just 
well known for the lilt and lift Terry Woods’s man- 
dolin, Jem Finer’s banjo, James Fearnley’s accordion, and 
Spider Stacy’s tin whistle. That mix punk attitude and 
trad Irish instrumentation may have been novelty back 
in 1985; now it’s like a familiar old friend who’s come 
around for drink two. 

MacGowan was in fine form. “Fuck you very much,” 
said set’s end before undercutting the insult with 
friendly “Only kidding.” The band returned for two en- 
cores, playing such favorites “Sally MacLennane,” 
Rainy Night Soho,” and “Poor Paddy.” They wrapped 
with the peppy, Mexican-flavored instrumental romp 
“Fiesta,” and Stacy banging themselves 
their heads with cafeteria trays. Celebration and self- 
flagellation perfect.

Sane’s flagrant mohawk, gravelly howl, and too-tight 
jeans, Chris #2’s resonant wail and emo comb-over, 
drummer Pat Thetic’s visage, and Chris Head’s 
studious attempts to avoid all eye contact. But really 
big softies. Pausing during “Underground Net- 
work” the Roxy Saturday, Justin peered out into the 
crowd. “Is everyone okay the back?” asked with 
concern. That attitude part what feeds the passion 
Anti-Flag fans. For more than decade, the band have 
stood their ground, hammering away institutional 
injustice with earnest lyrics and heartfelt some would 
say shrill — calls to arms.

UTE LEMPER 
FUTURE PAST 
BERKLEE PERFORMANCE CENTER MARCH 


Watching Ute Lemper the Berklee Performance Center 
last Saturday sing the music Bertolt Brecht and Kurt 
Weill with gritty, almost mannish power think Mar- 
lene Dietrich tuxedo imagined myself the dada- 
minded Count Kessler strolling down the 
1920s Berlin and enjoying the “lust and anarchy Wei- 
mar,” puts it. Lemper’s guttural outcries draw 
deeply from the work Edith Piaf, who made her mark 
during the succeeding generation, that her performanc- 
sound like redesigns rather than re-creations those 
cabaret songs, that too appealed the Kessler me: why 
not sing the past were the future and not the past? 

Blonde and fair-skinned, slender fawn, Lemper 
seemed draw her contralto from else- 
where, as if she were a ventriloquist’s dummy. And yet she 
conquered whatever strings were being pulled, with potent 
extended notes, high trills, loud insatiable screams, and 
broad brush burlesque. She not only sang but also made 
bawdy, endearing fun what she sang. Being bawdy with 
what one truly loves was an emblem of Kessler’s Berlin, of 
its bourgeois madness, its kink. Lemper introduced several 
songs reminding the audience those kinky figures: 
Dietrich Lola the Blue Angel the film the same 
name, the professor (Emil Jannings) “obsessed with Ger- 
man women,” as she put it, Brecht “the successful Marx- 
ist,” Weill the “German Jewish composer.” 

She also talked of her days in 1980s Berlin rehears- 
ing near the Wall and of enduring the “10,260 days and 
10,260 nights the Wall” with only her 60-year-old 
music sustain her. Many her audience, middle- 
aged elderly, could identify with all those decades, 
and, in her reinvention of Weimar music (and of 
Jacques Brel and also the 1940 hit song “Lili Marleen”), 
could imagine how all might have been had the Kes- 

slers Europe ruled destiny rather than the killers.

Here, 
with his first album of original songs 
in some years, he trades in orchestras 
and drum troupes for a spare four-piece 
rock combo, with support musicians 
young enough to be his kids. The re- 
sult is a brilliant shot of Veloso the pop 
composer, a man who can roll shim- 
mering, bossa nova-tamed vocals to- 
gether with pumped, even punky, gui- 
tar vamps and dreamlike angst poetry 
about the aging of sexual passions and 
tie it all up with a catchy litte hum 
mable hook.

Orson 
Welles would spot a come-uppance 
on the way, a missing Rosebud to ac- 
count for. But Martin Scorsese and 
Leonardo DiCaprio (who despite hav- 
ing a vcice two octaves higher than 
Hughes's grows into the part) never 
go far beyond this bio-pic’s opening 
scene of Howard's young mother 
tenderly, almost lasciviously, bath- 
ing her boy, who stands upright, 
burnished in the dusk light, in a 
big golden basin.

Dirty Rotten Scoundrels; Six Rounds/Six Lessons; White

here are more echoes in Dirty Rot- 

ten Scoundrels (at the Opera House 

through March 18) than rattle 

around the Crand Canyon. The 

most insistent is that of The Pro- 
ducers — not a bad show to imitate if you're 
looking for Broadway hit. Also based 
film about pair con men who extract 
cash from wealthy ladies, Dirty Rotten Scoun- 
drels, the 2005 Broadway musical based on 
the 1988 Frank Oz film of the same name, 
recalls the Mel Brooks hit not just in its 
plot but also in its bawdy comedy and 
merry self-mockery. 

There’s no “Springtime for Hitler 
— and Germany” in this musical remake 
by television writer Jeffrey Lane and Full 
Monty composer/lyricist David Yazbek, 
here directed with cartoon zing by Jack 
O’Brien. Just high summer on the French 
Riviera, where suavely self-smitten Law- 
rence Jameson (Tom Hewitt) poses as an 
exiled prince woo well-heeled American 
females out of their cash and tiaras un- 
til bumpkin grifter Freddy Benson (D.B. 
Bonds) shows horn his terri- 
tory, hustling the rich dames with tales 
sick grandma. The two hit 
heights of absurdity trying to work togeth- 
before scaling more savage silliness 
competition wrangle $50,000 from 
Suzanne Somers-like blonde (Laura Marie 
Duncan) whose soubriquet “the American 
soap queen” ought warn them who’ll 
get taken the cleaners. 

Don't get me wrong: the winking, 
energetic, pun- and innuendo-filled Dirty 
Rotten Scoundrels bad. Certainly its 
madcap, fourth-wall-breaking shenani- 
gans are relief from the ponderousness 
the Andrew Lloyd Webber-like musicals 
that have all but sucked the comedy out 
the musical-comedy genre. And there 
are couple very funny send-ups: the 
overwrought romantic ballad “Love 
Legs” and the white-boy hip-hop travesty 
“Great Big Stuff,” through which the Rit- 
alin-infused Bonds bumps like K-Fed. But 
to find more delight than déja vu here, 
you have to have a healthy appetite for the 
recycled — from the innocent vulgarity 
The Producers the bright cynicism 
Chicago the sparkly Riviera settings 
Cage aux Folles the slinky movie melodies 
Henry Mancini that keep intruding 
the bouncy, unmemorable score. In other 
words, there’s nothing here not to like if 
you don’t mind having liked all before. 


Closer to harsh reality, if not to re- 
alism, is John ADEkoje’s Six Rounds/Six 
Lessons, which being given its world 
premiere Company One (at the BCA 
Plaza through March 31). The Nigerian- 
American ADE-koje past winner the 
Kennedy Center American College Theater 
Festival Lorraine Hansberry Playwriting 
Award, but he does not write plays set in 
the living room. This one, described by 
the author hip-hop con- 
certo,” is set in and around a boxing ring 
soundtrack — mostly hip-hop, some of it 
original — to the urban African-American 
characters’ lives.

The writer has a solid, seasoned director 
Lois Roach, who never lets all the meta- 
phor the story unfolded, though not 
schematically the title infers, “six 
rounds” and “six lessons,” which include 
the admonition “take care family”

LOUISE AND KAWAI THE ICA, ROBERT PARKER BU, 


AND ERIC GORDON ART INTERACTIVE 


It's hard avoid thinking about Freud 
when contemplating the richly sym- 
bolic, highly sexual sculpture and drawing 

of Louise Bourgeois, who was born in 1911 in 
Paris and still creates a stir with her emo- 
tionally charged work, which is often drawn 
from childhood memories. But this is Freud- 
ian theory as seen through iconoclastic eyes. 
Using wood and rubber, thread and needle, 
Bourgeois interprets the power and vuiner- 
ability of the body by conjuring and then fac- 
ing down complex images from our dreams 


and nightmares. 


First trained as an engraver and a 
painter, Bourgeois turned to sculpture in the 
1940s, breaking artistic ground through her 
exploration of her own consciousness. In 
recent years, works like her towering bronze 
spiders (the largest titled Maman, French 
for “mom") and exquisitely carved marble 
hands set in a series of sculptural installa- 
tions known as “cells” have investigated 
the human figure and psyche. Opening at 
the Institute of Contemporary Art March 28, 
“BOURGEOIS IN BOSTON” presents sculp- 
tures, prints, and drawings, all drawn from 
public and private Boston-area collections

work by a Japanese artist known for her quirky

including papier-maché and fabric. Kawai's 
first solo show, a 2002 installation at Kenny 


Schachter Contemporary in New York, which 
included a fleet of planes made from old 
blankets and clothing that appeared to carry 
the Beatles and Casper the Friendly Ghost, 
was Called a “tour-de-force debut” by New 
York Times art critic Roberta Smith. 
Distinguished crime novelist ROBERT B. 
PARKER is loved in Boston as the author of 
the “Spenser” series, the basis for the TV 
series Spenser: For Hire, which was filmed 
here in the late 1980s. Parker, who lectured 
in English at BU in the early 1960s and was 
a professor at Northeastern until the late 
1970s, will speak on his life, his work, and his

One 
these is the ability to fly un- 
der the pop-culture radar like 
ambiguously cool former 
classmate. offering fresh content 
daily without stirring from its under- 
stated routine, public radio avoids both 
the pressures elite popularity and the 
humiliation of rejection. Why waste 
keystrokes on NPR when the real low 
drama can be found on American Idol? All 
this left me secure in the knowledge that 
This American Life (TAL), a PRI-distributed 
program beloved its 1.7 million listen- 
ers, would remain one of the few excep- 
tional, unfuckwithable things left in 
the arts world that truly didn’t deserve a 
hype-induced backlash. Until now. 

Just over a year ago, TAL relocated from 
its original home Chicago where it’s 
been on the air since 1995 — to New York 
City. After signing a contract with Show- 
time, Ira Glass — TAL’s creator and host 
and his colleague toiled produce the 
radio show in addition to the first season 
of a television series based on the radio 
show’s zsthetic. (The Showtime series 
debuts March 22 at 10:30 pm.) When | first 
heard about the deal, I was filled with a 
sense of delirious promise, then an unfor- 
giving, clammy horror. Many of my favor- 
ite novels have been ruined dreadful 
film adaptation, with anecdotes and char- 
acters stripped down to a few dull nuts and 
bolts. And television, that unpredictable, 
gorgeously fickle picture box, has a way of 
self-destructing just exhibits the po- 
tential to be wonderful. 

Glass anticipated these fears before 
TAL’s cultish fans could start hand wring- 
ing. “When Showtime first came us, 
we were really trying to blow them off,” 
says when reach him over the phone 
New York.

It’s a voice you would 
make fun of if it weren’t so 
lovably dorky: high and na- 
sally, inconsistently lispy, 
fragile when needs 
be. Unlike the majority of 
public radio heavyweights, 
with their holy-sounding 
vocals and clear-pitched 
intonations, Class serves 
up sentences punctuated by 
pauses, ums, backtracking 
explanations, and self-con- 
scious chuckles. paper, 
he probably seems like the 
last person fit host 
hour-long public radio show. Once you 
hear him, you couldn’t imagine anyone 
else doing his job. 

The TAL Web site describes itself as “A 
documentary show for people who nor- 
mally hate documentaries. public-radio 
show for people who don’t necessarily care 
for public radio.” Ambiguous, yet accurate. 
Shows range in theme, everything from 
politics and religion hilarious first- 
person riffs summer-camp color wars, 
finding a date as a transgendered male, 
and being young girl determined be- 
come a superhero. Every story comes with 
a payoff: they must have a surprise emo- 
tional twist and a nugget of universally 
relatable truth and offer new thought. 
David Sedaris (TAL launched his literary- 
rock-star career), David Rakoff, Sarah Vow- 
ell, and Jonathan Goldstein are among the 
contributors who've helped shape the tone 
the show. large part thanks Class’s 
tell-me-all-your-secrets interviewing style, 
plus meticulous script edits that make the 
whole thing come across like the best casu- 
al conversation you've ever overheard, the 
show has chilly veneer pretension. 
It’s friendly and open. As Glass says, “You 
feel like you don’t need any special kind of 
taste get it. just bunch stories. 
It’s not demanding that you come to it. It 
comes you.” 

Given Glass’s obsessive standards, you 
might assume the television show ex-

House: unique entity that “looks and 
feels like nothing else TV.”

THE POST-BIRTHDAY 


The Unbearable Lightness Being, Milan 
Kundera struck upon idea give every 
cheating heart pause. Since 
none of us could have nine lives — or even 
two Kundera imagined that, even 
to make the same decisions. Nietzsche 
called this the idea eternal return. “In 
the world of eternal return,” Kundera 
wrote with sardonic understatement, “the 
weight unbearable responsibility lies 
heavy on every move we make.” 

Lionel Shriver slightly less cosmic 
soul, and she’s willing believe that 
could indeed have two lives. The 
Post-Birthday World, she bestows this gift 
upon her heroine, 42-year-old expatriate 
children’s-book illustrator named Irina 
McGovern. One half the book imagines 
how Irina’s life might spiral forward if, 
after night drinking and snooker 
playing in 1990s London, she were to 
kiss her boyfriend’s rakishly good-look- 
ing best friend, Ramsey. The other half 
proceeds the assumption that Irina 
and Ramsey don’t have their furtive 
late-night smooch and Irina simply re- 
turns home titillated, but chastened, 
Lawrence, the man she’s been living 
with for years. Their life comfort- 
able domesticity, regular, satisfying sex, 
and familiar routines suddenly becomes

blessing. Lawrence doesn’t know how 
close infidelity she came. 

But just case the reader curious, 
Shriver toggles back the alternative uni- 
verse show how Irina’s life would have 
unfolded. And leapfrog from the 
“if” the real, The Post-Birthday World etch- 
ing out portrait lady syncopated 
fashion. feels like big roomy English 
novel, with a French heart. “For chances 
are that some point along the line you 
will hold your hands another person’s 


heart,” Shriver writes. “There greater 


responsibility the planet. However you 
contend with this fragile organ, which 
pounds seizes accordance with your 
caprice, will take your full measure.” 

It certainly takes the measure of Irina. 
she did with motherhood NeedTo 
Talk About Kevin, Shriver has telescoped in so 
closely the relationship with Lawrence 
that can see its every pixilated compo- 
nent. her cheating life, Irina becomes 


alive, can’t eat; she feels arrogant and pow- 


erful. These slight alterations character 
pull the rug respect out from beneath 
Lawrence even before she confesses. 
“When he didn’t think she was looking, 
she had more than once caught expres- 


sion his face like that small boy who 


had been abandoned his mother Dis- 
ney World.” 

Much tugs the heartstrings, one 
can sympathize with the cheating Irina. 
Next Lawrence with his wonky policy 
talk, his popcorn before dinner Ramsey 
exciting. not dependable, but he’s 
sexy; the man probably can’t pay his bills 
time, but enjoys the money spends 
—as his clothes, his Jag, and 
the meals eats out attest.

Ricardo Chailly and the Leipzig 
Gewandhaus Orchestra, Teatro Lirico, 
and the latest guests

t's been eight years since Ricardo 

Chailly made his last Boston appear- 

ance. Along with Simon Rattle, he’s 

probably the most exciting conductor of 

the middle generation between Claudio 
Abbado, say, and Robert Spano. was not 
particularly looking forward the program 
he chose for his Bank of America Celebrity 
Series concert with the Leipzig 
Orchestra: two Richard Strauss tone poems 
and Franz Liszt piano concerto, with young 
Chinese virtuoso Yundi Li. The number 
empty seats at Symphony Hall suggested 
that other concertgoers may have felt the 
same way. Yet between Chailly’s conducting 
and the youthful brilliant play- 
ing, I’ve enjoyed few orchestral concerts this 
season more. 

Chailly has two qualities that are the 
sine qua non great conductors: rhythm 
and character. seems incapable allow- 
ing dull empty phrase emerge from 
the ensemble. He actually plays phrases 
rather than notes, and each phrase has a 
kind of rhythmic snap that keeps listeners 
on their toes. Strauss’s Don Juan virtually 
exploded, and then the great oboe solo, 
depicting the Don Juan’s ideal love (or his 
longing for it), spun out like a beautiful 
aria, vocal silk. Even the usually bloated 
Ein Heldenleben (“A Hero's Life” — Strauss’s 
not exactly modest self-portrait) had 
irresistible forward rush, partly the result 
Leipzig’s lean string sound and partly 
created by Chailly’s decision to aerate the 
orchestral texture by placing (as does BSO 
music director James Levine) the first and 
second violins opposite sides the 
stage. The basses practically hanging over 
the edge of the stage gave a thrilling buzz to 
the bottom-feeding lower depths. 

Ein Heldenleben is full of characters: 
Strauss himself, of course, and his com- 
plicated wife (beautifully realized the 
concertmaster Frank-Michael Erben’s long 
solo), and the hero’s major adversaries, the 
whiny critics. Chailly caught both the pas 
sion and the satire. 

In between came the mother of all 
virtuoso piano concertos, Liszt’s First. (Al- 
though was the Second that the Celebri- 
ty Series had announced.) Yundi Li played 
this with exuberant pyrotechnics and 
visceral power but also with considerable 
elegance, never cheapening the bravura 
score. He’s the real Lang Lang. 

The audience cheered both conductor 
and players, and were rewarded with 
delicious encore: “The Dance the Seven 
Veils” from Strauss’s Salome, dripping with 


insinuation and demented lasciviousness. 
You didn’t need an actual dancer to see those 
veils dropping. Would that performances 
this music actual opera productions were 
dazzling, compelling, much fun. 


Teatro Lirico d’Europa, the touring 

opera company from Bulgaria, was 
back the Cutler Majestic for three operas 
Labohéme, Carmen, Madama Butterfly and 
missed Bohéme, and though Car- 
men has flimsy sets and company director 
Lalov’s staging doesn’t venture far 
beyond Gypsy clichés, and in the title role 
Russian mezzo Galia Ibragimova sang un- 
schooled French, Brahms’s favorite opera 
(no kidding!) remains one of this irresist- 
ible company’s most consistently enjoyable 
productions. Lalov least focuses the 
essentials: Carmen’s free-spirited sexual- 
ity and Don José’s stiff conventionality. 
Ibragimova rarely removed her hands from 
her swinging hips behind (except, once, 
to grab an officer’s crotch), but she has a 
big, clear voice, a great smile, and she can 
really move. Tenor Adam Klein, who sings 
featured roles the Met, hasn’t changed 
much since he sang in Benjamin Zander’s 
Mahler Eighth Symphony with the Bos- 
ton Philharmonic in 1999; he’s an intel- 
ligent artist, yet pushes his sizable but 
sandpapery voice into tonelessness. Still, 
was passionate and pathetic. Slim and 
slim-toned baritone James Bobick, from the 
New York City Opera and countless regional 
companies, had neither the vocal heft nor 
the charisma to be more than an adequate 
Toreador. Adina Aaron was a touchingly na- 
ive Micaéla, though her big aria stretched 
her voice out alignment and conductor 
Krassimir Topolov’s arrhythmia didn’t 
help. (He had enough trouble just keeping 
the orchestra together inspired 
interludes were an embarrassment.) 

Best were mezzo Viara Zhelezova (the 
company’s most versatile singer) and so- 
prano Zvetomira Mercedes and 
Frasquita, Carmen’s Gypsy buddies, and 
the irrepressible baritone Hristo Sarafov 
Dancairo. In Bizet’s marvelously syncopat- 
smugglers’ quintet and the fortune-tell- 
ing-card scene they supplied the evening’s 
brightest sparks.

Pinkerton was 
the handsome — and vocally handsome — 
Bulgarian tenor Orlin Goranov. Zhelezova 
was back as a touching Suzuki. 

The gala was delightful. How could you 
wrong with good, strong singers, 
costume, doing opera’s greatest hits? Col- 
oratura soprano Larissa Yudina sang not 
only the Queen the Night (nailing every 
high note), Lucia’s Mad Scene, Gilda’s 
duet with Rigoletto and “Caro nome,” she 
also appeared Musetta the third-act 
quartet from Bohéme and the Drinking 
Song from traviata. Goranov reinforced 
his good impression with sensitive rendi- 
tion first-act aria from Bohéme 
and his succeeding love duet with Mimi. 
And Chernisheva, as Mimi and Violettta, 
singing with impressive but unvaried 
volume (loud), reinforced her more com- 
plicated earlier impression. Zhelezova 
was teasing Rosina, Hristo bewigged 
and pantalooned — devilishly hammed 
up comic arias by Rossini and Mozart, and 
Georgian bass Mikhail Kolelishvili was 
magnificent two radically contrasting 
arias, Sarastro’s solemn “O Isis und Osiris” 
and Don Basilio’s hilarious hymn to Cal- 
umny. Baritone Gary Simpson was fine 
Rigoletto until lost his high notes; 
he made a bland impression as Marcello 
in the Bohéme quartet. Jessica Reed, a 
young and pretty soprano New England 
Conservatory, was a last-minute addition 
had singers from all over the world 
but never from Boston,” Lalov announced), 
singing a lively but small-toned Musetta’s 
Waltz. Conductor Topolov seemed defeated 
the inadequate orchestral playing. Yet 
despite these shortcomings, can’t imag- 
ine anyone’s feeling short-changed. 


The big BSO event the past two 

weeks was supposed the return 
Argentine superstar pianist Martha Ar- 
gerich in a Beethoven concerto conducted 
her ex-husband, Charles Dutoit. Her 
history cancellations makes each ap- 


pearance all the more cherishable. But 
she cancelled again, with doctor’s note 
saying she was exhausted. her place, 
Dutoit invited 20-year-old Chinese pia- 
nist Yuja Wang, with whom he’s been 
performing lately, and they substituted 
Tchaikovsky’s First Piano Concerto for 
Beethoven’s. Wang has technique 
burn big chops, big sound, and love- 
ly delicate touch as well. What I missed 
was — maybe impossible under the 
circumstances and especially war- 
horse like the Tchaikovsky something 
fresher to say, or at least more soulful. 
Still, on several levels, Wang deserved 
the ensuing cheers. Dutoit began with 

a theatrical Rimsky-Korsakov Russian 
Easter Overture and a rhythmically alert, 
colorful performance 
scintillating reconsideration of Mozart, 
the too-seldom scheduled Symphony 
with its “neon glitter the California 
boulevards from speeding automobile.” 
Tchaikovsky’s bravura and sentiment 
seemed musically thin piece close 
entire concert. 

The more memorable concerto was 
the Bart6k Second the week before, 
with young Greek violinist Leonidas Ka- 
vakos under Ingo Metzmacher. This 
gorgeous, intense work, and 
warm, honest, richly textured tone 
made every phrase leap life. ce- 
lebrity culture where virtuosity seems 
prized above all, Kavakos used his vir- 
tuosity achieve something deeper 
and more lasting. Metzmacher closed 
his program with Bruckner’s elegiac 
and dancing (some would say galumph- 
ing) Sixth Symphony what was only 
its third BSO appearance (the previ- 
ous two were in 1969 and 1970). Rather 
than smoothing out Bruckner’s musical 
modules, Metzmacher engagingly em- 
phasized the way they keep bumping 
into one another, felt Bruck- 


ner had actually composed music about 
real life.

Keown works the Irish Immigration 
Center Dorchester. Hard and fast 
figures how many Irish people are cur- 
rently emigrating Boston are not avail- 
able, but Keown says there “is general 
that fewer people are coming 
here.” Why? “Boston longer the home 
away from home that has been for 
many years and decades for Irish folk.” 

Ever since 9/11 the anti-immigrant 
movement has been gaining strength, 
says. Now, “stories are filtering back 
families [in Ireland] that immigrants 
are afraid right now. There’s sense 
that with every raid that happens 
work site that they could next.

Off-the-menu delicacies well worth the hunt 


GET LUCKY Make an effort at Lucky House Seafood, and you'll be rewarded. 


For 150 years, Chinese restaurants in America 
have had different menus, and often differ- 
ent names, in English and Chinese. Initial 
reviews suggested that Lucky House Seafood 
was breaking this mold, with menu 
chef’s specialties English that had least 
some the Chinese-only menu options, and 
specials written both English and Chinese 
taped the walls. our first visit, ob- 
tained a take-out version of that menu, but 
by the second visit, it was gone and we were 
back square one, coaxing waiter bring 
dishes described previous reviewers, 
translate some the Chinese menu, and 
make recommendations. Had the Chinese- 
police been with stern warn- 
ing? Did the owners decided that too many 
Anglo customers were ruining the fun? Did 
they just run out of menus? 

Whatever the problem, working to get 
the Chinese-only dishes was well worth our 
effort. The southern Chinese seafood dishes 
the standard bilingual menu are very 
good, but some the things off that menu 
are extraordinary. 

you absolutely can’t get beyond the 
standard menu, try get some salt-and- 
pepper squid ($11.50), which comes the 
table fresh and hot, with some mentholated 
Sichuan peppercorns the fry batter. An- 
other barometer dish clams black-bean 
sauce ($11.95), here, as generally in China- 
town now, made with West Coast Manila 
clams that are like large cockles. (This dish 
used to be made with East Coast littlenecks.) 
The balance of fermented black beans, gar- 
lic, and chilies in the dish is very good. Stir- 
fried pea pods ($12.95) is one of the best ver- 
sions around, although also one of the most 
expensive. These greens the tendrils and 
stems peas too greasy, 
with flavor midway between peas and as- 
paragus (if you stir-fry peas and asparagus 
with a lot of garlic, that is). 

If you move away from Cantonese food, 
moo-shi vegetables ($8.95) aren’t bad, 

vith combination many shredded veg- 
etables. And sautéed fish with vegetables 


($13.95) is a rather dull combination of fried 
fish fingers and typically crisp Chinese- 
restaurant vegetables. 

But here’s what happened when went 
back with more attitude. When were 
handed the standard menu, folded 
and asked for the dishes described reviews 
displayed the stairs leading the res- 
taurant, such as fish balls with seaweed and 
tried eggs with scallops and aloe. dice 
the fish balls and seaweed; our waiter claimed 
they had such item. But did find the 
scallops, eggs, and aloe ($15.95) the Chi- 
menu, 25-percent-higher price than 
reported. This kind worth it, especially 
you don’t eat the bitter aloe, which looks like 
strips red, raw tuna and has the texture you 
might expect. Eat few pieces for the experi- 
ence, then tuck into enormous egg-white 
omelet with lots cut-up scallops. 

asked for more translations and even- 
tually ordered a chicken hot pot ($15.95) that 
the waiter wasn’t sure would like (“Very 
unusual wine taste”). demanded it. Then 
we asked what they do with the live shrimp 
the tank. “Steamed” was the answer, and 
were able order half pound (seasonal; 
recently $12) and watch them netted. For 
vegetable, the waiter suggested Chinese 
broccoli ($9.95) — my favorite, and well 
worth premium over the familiar kind. 

The shrimp were served as an appetizer 
and were just terrific. You'll never have 
fresher shrimp Boston, and although the 
flavor isn’t strong, it’s clean and delectable 
way that only the Maine rock shrimp 
(already about gone) approximate. They 
were served whole: heads on, shells on, 
black eyes sitting there. I decided it was like 
eating crawfish in New Orleans, so I broke 
off the heads and sucked out the fat (which 
is less plentiful but more sweet than ona 
crawfish), then worked off the shells and 
dipped them in an excellent sauce of soy, 
scallion, and rounds green hot pepper. 

At the end we were given a finger bowl of 
tea with lemon slices, much nicer than the 
packaged and perfumed wipes. 


the shrimp description makes you ner- 
vous, the live tanks also held several kinds 
fish and familiar-enough lobsters and 
crabs. The lobsters I saw were done with 
ginger and scallion in a way that will get 
you past lemon-butter in a hurry. 

The chicken “hot pot” was next. I ex- 
pected clay pot, but this was ceramic pot 
tabletop gas stove, had boiling- 
hot soup with hacked-up chicken pieces. 
These pieces are sized picked with 
chopsticks and plopped right your mouth, 
where you suck up the meat and skin, then 
put the bones back your plate. Mean- 
while, the broth also contained two kinds 
of red fruit, one of which I named for the 
waiter as jujube or Chinese red dates. The 
smaller ones were the size of barberries, and 
I don’t know what to call them. Additional 
sweetness came from slices of an unfamiliar 
root that the ginger/licorice fam- 
ily. So the broth is unusually sweet-savory, 
and perhaps has some important medici- 
nal quality — maybe the waiter thought 
were too young too old for the sexual 
consequences? know this isn’t much 
description, but keep asking for the chicken 
hot pot with red dates jujube and you 
might get lucky. 

The Chinese broccoli was stir-fried and 
served with little oyster sauce, typical 
treatment. Chinese broccoli has few flowers 
and mostly stem, but much sweet- 
er and livelier than the familiar broccoli 
(itself one the American vegetables that 
works best Chinese food). 

The tea was weak pu-erh, the kind 
tea you can drink through dinner without 
getting buzz. Water was refilled well. 
fact, except for the inexplicable failure 
market the dishes which the restaurant 
had been reviewed favorably, the service was 
very good. You just have to be a little pushy. 
come later the evening, when you can 
check out politely possible what 
looks good other tables. 

The room, which used to be a restaurant 
called Noodle Alcove, almost story above 
street level, well-lit, and decorated with few 
choice pieces Chinese craftandart.
